ET THE HEADER imagine a line 
shaped like an inverted fish-hook 
traced upon the heights south of 
Gettysburg ; thb point Ijmg upon a 


wooded eminence, Gulp's Hill, westward 
'rom which, where the curve joins the 
shank, is a commanding position, Ceme- 
tery Hill, from whence the stank ex- 
tends southward ending at a high coni- 
cal hill, Rouml-Top. 
Along this linfc 


>ieture about throe or four score thous- 
and men in dusty blue, battle-worn and 
tiavel-staiued, exhausted by the desper- 
ate lighting of the two preceding days 
and wearied with the forced marching 
inder the July sun, the Army of the 
5otomac upon the night of July 21,1863 
About a mile distant, upon the lower 
ground, partially enveloping and similar 
o the first line, was a second one occu 
pietl by tired men m dingy gray, some 
ewer in number than they upon the 
heights, the veteran Aimy of Northern 
Virginia. Around and between these 
wo lines of men lay the gruesome 
wreckage of the two daya' battle storm 
—the dead and wounded. 


The two armies had marched from 


Frederieksburg, Va., some 1-30 miles; 
bey had met July 1st, aud had fought 
iercely tor two dajs to the Confederate 
advantage. 


A general view of the situation is 
ecessaiy to appreciate piopetly Lhe sig- 
nficance of those two lines of men that 
ay watching each other through that 
ummer night. The Confederacy waa 
leginning to feel keenly its limitations 
a regaided men and supplies ; in the 
South a famine prevailed, aud around 
he Southern shores were being riveted 
he shackles o£ the blockade. 
This 


Jockade, Von der Gollz tells us, is what 
nally put down tbe Civil War. The 
N"orth, however, was torn with political 
dissensions, aud the Federal arms in 
Virginia had met a long aenes of re 
verses. Tha Army of the Potomac had 
been suffering from internal trouble and 
was chagimed by defeat; its commander 
lad been changed six times, the sixth 
jeing Meade, who was placed in com- 
mand three days before the battle of 


ettysburg. This army, however, con- 
ained much sterling material, and the 
ligheat piaise for it is that it vanquish- 
;d its adversary. 


The Army of the Potomac was,divided 


nto seven army corps, one cavaliy corps 
and an artillery resetve. The corps com- 
manders were Hancock, Howard, Sick- 
es, Sjkes, Reynolds and Seclgwick—for- 
midable captains. 


Meade had under his command at Get- 
ysburg from first to last about 93,000 
men of all arras and 370 guns. 


The Army of Northern Virginia was 


divided into three army corps and seven 
cavalry brigades. 
The 
Confederate 


commander. Lee, brought to Gettysburg 
about 70 000 meu of all arms and 287 
guns. 
The corps commanders were 


,ongstreet, Ewell and A. J?. Hill. 


Nearly all ot the Confederate general 
Ulcers were West Pointers and had seen 
nuch service in Mexico and elsewhere. 
The Confederate rank and file formed an 
excellent soldiery that idolized its chief, 
,nd the latter enjoyed the cordial sup- 
port and confidence of his Government. 
This army had inscribed upon its battle 
Ugs : Bull Run, Manassas, the victories 
n the Valley of Virginia, the battles of 
>he seven days o£ Oghtiug raising the 
siege of 
Richmond, Fredericksburg, 


Jhancellorsville and others. 


So during the night of July 2d, 1808, 


is these two armies lay upon the field 
watching each other, it was known that 
the next sun would not set before the 
inestion of Federal unity had been sore- 
y tested if not decided. 


As has been seen the Federal Army 


occupied a good position; a natural 
:ortress witb Gulp's Hill, Cemetery Hill 
md Little Round-Top aa bastions. The 
army had been '"hammered" into this 
position by its opponents. 
However, 


despite the advantages of the tcrraine, 
the situation ot Meade was dubious, tbe 
First, Third and Eleventh Corps bad 
been almost annihilated by the severe 
fighting of July 1st and 2d; the Second 
and Fifth Corps had been roughly hand- 
ed, while only the Sixth and Twelfth 
were intact. On the Federal right some 
of Ewell's troops under Johnson occupi- 
ed some of Meade's own works; on the 
eft Sickles had been driven in by Long- 
street; at tbe center a portion of Hill's 
command had temporarily occupied Cem- 
etery Bidge, and the "Louisiana Tigers" 
had charged among the guna on East 
Ceme'ery Hill. Already the Army of 
tbe Potomac had lost over 20 000 men. 
Therefoie, upon the evening of July 3d, 
Meade culls a council of war and asks 


Command.?™ three questions:' 


"1. Under existing circumstances is it 
advisable for this army to remain in its 
present position, or to retire to another 
nearer ila base of supplies '! 2 It being 
determined to remain in its present posi- 
tion, shall the army attack or awiiit ths 
attack of the enemy 'f 
3 If we await 


attack how long V" The vote was un 
animous to remain and fight it out; i 
was decided to await atta'jt. 


Although the Confederate success hat 


not been attained without heavy loss 
Lee lelt warranted in continuing the at- 
tuck; he accordingly directed that the 
main asaault be made by Longatreet up 
on the Federal left (or left center) 
Ewell was to make a simultaneous dem 
onstralion upon the Federal right, to hi 
converted into a real attack if theoppor 
tunity presented itself, while Hill was to 
threaten the Federal center to preveu 
re-enfoicements from being sent to 
either lUnk. Stuart was sent with four 
bugades of cavalry to guard Ewell's left 
to create a diversion in favor of the iu 
fantiy and in case of Longstreet'ssuccess 
to tliaorgauixe the retreating Federals 
Longstreet was not m sympathy with 
the plan and urged Lae to turn the poai 
lion and light elsewhere than at Gettys- 
btug. 


Having decided to remain at Gettys- 


burg the fiist thing to be done by the 
Federals 011 July 3d, was to try to evict 
the Confederate Johnson, who made a 
dangerous tenant in the Federal works 
on Culp's Hill; for this purpose artillery 
and inranlry weie bioughtup during the 
uight, and iu the early gray of the morn- 
ing the guns opened. Johnson having 
uo cannon, in order to gain a better posi 
lion charged the Federal torces above 
him ; he was stoutly met and was also 
assailed upon his Hank. The lighting 
that ensued was fierce and prolonged; 
beginning at dawn it continued until 
about 11 a. m , seven hours ot battling at 
close quarters; it resembled the dead- 
lock ot two despeiate wrestlers slipping 
n eacli other's blood. At last Johnson, 
fearing that his communications would 
be cut off, fell back to Jlock Creek where 
ie lemained until night. 


Meanwhile Lee was preparing for his 


dual effort; having previously assailed 
both Hanks of the Federal Army, he now- 
essayed to break its center, and decided 
to assault Cemetery Hill, at the point 
leld b> Ilaucock's Second Division. 
[?his assault and its detai's were under 
he direction of Longdtreet who was 
auihonzed to call upon llill for addi- 
ional troops, Pickelt's Division having 
avnved was assigned to the leading role; 
ie was to be assisted by Iletb's division 
under Pettigrew, and was to be support- 
d on the right by Wilcox's brigade and 
>n the left by two bugades under Trim- 
ile. 
Hill was to render such assistance as 


was possible, and the charge was to be 
ireceded by a heavy cannonade. The 
Jontederate action was planned to take 
ilace as early aa practicable and the 
ighting at different parts of the line was 
0 be simultaneous. Longatreet's pre- 
arations took a great deal of time, aud 
s to Ewell his flght was over at 11 a. 
•n., and little assistance could be expect- 
d from his quarter; this iuterfeied 
with Lee's plan and must have caused 
im much annoyanca. Tl>o Confeder- 
tes owe their defeat to their lack o£ co- 
peration between corps on July 2.1 and 
d. Noneot tbe assaults were connected. 
The necessary arraugements required 
great deal of time. The artillery duel 
id not commence until 1 p. m., when 
ie Confederates opened fire with about 
40 guns which were replied ' to with 
bout 80 from the Federal artillery, 
'his terrific cannonade continued until 
bout 3 p. m., when General Hunt, Chief 
f Artillery, ordered the Federal artil- 
erists to cease their practice, in order to 
001 the guns, replenish the ammunition 
mbers, remove the debris, and to pre- 
are for the infantry assault he knew 
•as impending. The Federal silence, 
oupled with the fact that their ammu- 
itioa was running low, decided the 
Confederates to advance at this time. 


In each age there seems to occur some 
assage at arms which, by ita valor, links 
s more closely with the romantic ac- 
ions upon the "ringing plains of windy 
'roy"—with Roland and with Oliver, 
uch a one was now about to be enacted 
n the charge of Pickett, Pettigrew and 
Mruble, generally known as the charge 
f Pickett's Division. The work asuign- 
A to these troops was hopeless and ter- 
ible. They were about 14 000 strong; 
hey were to advance across the open for 
early one mile; they were to be subject- 
d to the fire of sharpshooters, the mua- 
etry of army corps, and to every known 
rtillery missile; they were to leave tbe 
main force so far in rear that support 
vas out of the question ; and those who 
ucceeded in crossing that Valley of 
>eath were to grapple with good infan- 
ry, unshaken and well posted. 
As 


hese lines moved from their great chief, 
hey resembled the gladiators entering 
he arena,and might have cried: "Ave 
Caesar, moritmi te sctlittamm 1" 


However, these things appeared to 
rouble no man in that command, and 
t the order they moved forward in 
raceful battle array; and no Federal 
fticer of rank who saw them approach 
ailed to compliment them in his report. 
.a the lines emerged from the screening 
rees tbe Federal artillery again opened, 
.'he Confederates reach the Enamits- 
mrg road, when a short halt is made to 
ectify tbe alignment and direction, and 
gain they march onward, veering alignt- 
y to their left. The range becomes a 
hort one for tbe Federal artillerists, 
nd ghastly lanes are torn through tbe 
gray regiments. The men close in and, 
boulder to shoulder, moved forward 
with the nonchalance of a parade in some 
Virginia pasture. 
When the Confed- 


rates are quite near the low stone wall 


which is posted the first Federal 


ine, they halt, deliver a futile musketry 
rolley, and dash forward to the final 
.barge. The flank of a line of troops is 
as vulnerable as was the heel of Achilles; 
Wllcox, who was to protect the right 
lank of Piekett, was moved forward too 
ate, and in tbe smoke drifted away to 
iis own right. A Federal brigadier, 
Stannard, commanding some exception- 
ally fine troops from Vermont, sees his 
ipportunity, wheels his men perpendicu- 
ar to the Confederate line, and rakes it 
as it advances. Stanuard then faced hia 
roopa about, and subsequently destroy- 
d the support under Wilcox. This ac- 
ion of Stannard was tbe most skillful 
and valuable performed upon tbe field. 


The assaulting Confederates 
were 


waited for by foemeiy worthy of their 
.tee!—the infantry of Hancock. 
Tbe 


;harge, however, was difficult to with- 
tand—the Confederates lunge over the 
tone wall, break through the first line, 
and rush among tbe guns, where the 
battery commander, Gushing, lies dying. 


Oue of Pickett'a brigadiers, Armistead, 
now leads the gray throng, and, seeing 
the Federal line, he calls to hia followers: 
"Give them the cold steel, boyal" and 
this gallant officer rushes forward, and 
falls .dying at the feet of the Army of the 
POtlsnaac. The spot where he fell marks 
tbe high-tide of the Civil War in Amer- 
ica. Of the gallant company that mov- 
ed forward at Piekett's order, but 
twenty-five per cent, returned ; few, if 
any, assaults iu recorded time show such 
loss. When the bleeding remnant re- 
^turned to former position, Lee rode 
among them, aud said that it was all his 
fault, and for them to bind tip their hurta 
and iall iu line, which they did; and 
under his direction were willing to march 
anywhere even against the ensarjguioet 
heights oi' Cemetery Ridge. Such troops 
cannot be conquered ; they must be an- 
nihilated. 


While the main assault was taking 


place two cavalry actions occurred, one 
on each flank. Stuart, pursuant to his 
ordeis, was attempting to gain the Fed 
eral right rear, when he was met by 
Gtegg's cavalry, about three miles east 
of Gettysburg. A fierce cavalry action 
ensued ; and although Stuart was not 
driven from the Held, his progress waa 
checked, and the plans of Lee were foil- 
ed. 


As a diversion on the Federal right 


Kilpatrick ordered Farnswoith to take 
300 men and to charge the Confederates 


Fitrnsworth was slain, and his men 


routed. So closed the lighting at Get- 
tysburg. We are told that when Meade 
saw the retreating lemnant of Pickett's 
Division, he removed bis hat, and mur- 
mured : "Thank God I" 


A mile away from Meade waa Lee; 


and we can picture him as he stood there 
and saw hia last assault repelled, his 
studied invasion fail, the (lower of his 
army shot to pieces; and knowing that 
his men on that field, lying and stand- 
ing, represented the careful gleaning of 
hia countjy. he must have seen in the 
battle smoke above that valley of death 
the final end of the Confederacy. 


The sending of Pickett, Pettigrew and 


Trimble across that open practically un- 
supported must be condemned. It is 
loubtftil if this was L"e's intention; 
possibly he designed that these troops 
hould be followed by those of both Hill 
and Longatreet iu close echelon, to pierce 
the Federal center, and with Ewell's as- 
sistance crush the Federal right, while 
the Federal left remained in the rocky 
fastness of the Hound-Top, and Siewart 
waa demonstrating in the Federal rear. 
That night Lee said to Imbodeu: "I 
lever saw troops behave more magnifi- 
leritly than did Pickett's Division of 
Virginians to-day in their grand charge 
upon the enemy ; acd if they had been 
lupporteil as they were to have bpen, but 
'or aome reason not yet explained to me 
were not, we would have held the posi- 
ion, and the day would have been ours " 
C/ee also states in his report that before 
irdering the charge he was unawaie of 
he lack of artillery ammunition. Plck- 
itt complained of non-support. 
Lee, during the three days' battle, 


»ave bis orders in rather a vague way, 
ind remained a passive spectator while 
hey were misinterpreted or not fulfilled; 
lowever, he generously accepts all of the 
ilame. And forever afterward in his- 
ory Pickett's charge must appear as the 
erce sword-thrust of a blinded duelist 
unging wildly. The question arises, 
Vhy was there not an immediate count- 
r-chargeby Meade ? Iiul the Confed- 
rate numbers had baen over-estimated ; 
t waa not assured that they had been 
eateo. Sickles testified before the Com- 
mittee on the Conduct of the War that 
the Federals did not know which side 
lad won; whether to advance or re- 
reat." A counter-assault might have 
eversed the Pickett disaster. 
Tbe 


lernory of the Fredeiicksburg slaughter 
was atill fresh; good infantry had just 
jeen seen to dash itself to pieces against 
roops in position. Hill, Hood and Mc- 
iws were comparatively fresh and 


might have assailed tbe flanks of the 
olumn advancing against the Confed- 
rate center; there was too much at 
take to risk anything. 
The long, bot, bloody day at last clos- 
d, leaving tbe troops almost in their 
riginal lines. A merciful night drew 
ts curtains over a scene of human misery 
arely witnessed in all tbe ages; 10,000 
men lay upon that field forever atill or 
wiithing in their last agony ; 20,000 moie 
ivere there who would leave that field 
naimed for life. 


Lee could not remain in the position 
hen held ; he therefore issued the order 
or the return of his army to Vir- 
inia. The army train, seventeen miles 
n length, carrying with the impedimenta 
11 of tbe movable wounded, started 
rorn Gettysburg about 4 p. m., July 
th ; the remainder of tbe army followed 
hat night, the rear guard leaving after 
unriae July 5th. 
The Confederates brought away 4 000 
federal prisoners, Lee, by a well-con- 
ucted retrograde movement, reached 
he Potomac on the 6th and 7th; the 
iver being swollen, the Confederates 
were obliged to wait until the 13th, at 
which time, the waters having subsided, 
ind a bridge having been constructed, 
bey were enabled to cross, the rear 
guard leaving Maryland, July 14th. 


So ended tue memorable campaign of 


3-ettysburg. 


Meade has been severely criticised for 


illowing Lee to escape; he was ceuanred 
iy both Halleck and the President, aud 
ie, therefore, asked to be relieved from 
he command of the Army of the Poto- 
mac. Meade deserves only a small por- 


tion of such blame; be had been but 
few daya in command and bad won 
great victory, the greatest in the story i 
our nation, aud something new for th 
Army of tbe Potomac; his own arm 
had been roughly handled, and, excep 
ing the Sixth Corps, was almost in a 
bad a condition as that of the Confe( 
erates. 


Aa the O'-afederates were beginnin 


to retreat fc£i_!_2attyaburg on July 4tb 
1SG3, tha news was (lashed over tl: 
country that Vicksburg had aurrendere 
to Grant; these two events made th 
date second in importance only to th 
original Fourth. 


Whatever may be the criticisms ad 


vanced against the oflicets during thi 
campaign, none Ciin ba given against th 
rank and file who faced the leaden ha 
at Gettysburg. Aa to the valor display 
ed during the three days' fighting th 
figures are eloquent. 


The Federal losa was 23,000, or abou 


27 per cent; tbe Confederates lost abou 
the same number, or 30 per cent. Tb 
'Jonfedei ates loat 17 general oHisera, 1 
stands of colors and 3 guns; the Fudei 
ala lunt 20 general officers, 38 stauda o 
colors, and 5 or G guna.

Potit says: The land fight ing at Santiago 
de Cuba and the Hats of killed and 
wounded among tbe American troops 
direct attention to the far heavier losses, 
in proportion to the numbers engaged, 
than in many of tbe battles of the civil 
war. 
A variety of noteworthy facts in 


regard to regimental and other losses in 
that war have been selected by the com- 
piler from the Townsend collection of 
records in the library of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and are here presented. The 
word "loss" when used with refetence 
to a single -iugagement, and not made 
more specific, is to be understood as in- 
cluding killed, wounded and missing 
When the total loss ot an organization 
in the entire war is mentioned it includes 
deaths from disease. 


FlltST BLOOD AT SUMTKU. 


The lirst blood shed in the war was 


that of Daniel Hough, of New Y/ork, 
killed at Fort Suuiter, April, ISiil, by 
the accidental discharge of a gun used 
in saluting the Hag as the United States 
troops marched out of the iort. Th<? 
tirst soldieia of any volunteer legiment 
killed in the war were Piivates Whitney, 
Ladd and Needham, ot the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, who fell in the Baltimore, Md,, 
not of April, 1861. 


The lirst West Point ollicer to sacnhce 


his life m the civil eonllict was Lieuten- 
ant John T. Ureble, United States Artil- 
ery, killed on June 10, I.sul, at liig 
Bethel,where Major Theodore Winthrop, 
of New York, was also killed. A mem- 
ber of tbe Thirty-fourth Indiana Ilegi- 
tnent named Williams la said to have 
been the last man killed in the war. 
while Captain Albert 0. Shift, of Hit 
Fifteenth New York Cavalry, was the 
.i£t man shot in the Army of the Poto- 
mac. The (list Union cavalryman killed 
was J icob Erwin, a member of the First 
New York Cavalry, who fell in a charge

The 
heaviest company losses in the whole war 
were probably those of Company H of 
the Fifteenth Ohio Itegiment, Company 
II of the First Wisconsin, and Company 
I of the Eighty-third Pennsylvania. 


A moat remarkable showing was made 


by Company II, of the Fourth Wiscou 
am llegiment. Numbering nearly 300 
men, it served live years, aud lost ouly 
three men by disease, "a record," said 
the Surgeon General, "without parallel 
in any war." 


TOTAL LOSSES IX THE *,VAK.

The surrender of General Toral not only 


means the fall ot Santiago, but by the 
terms of surrender the whole eastern end 
of tlie island falls into the hands of the 
United States without firing a shot. 


The surrender is to include all the Span- 


ish troops at Santiago, Uuantanamo, Cai- 
manera and Sagua, composing the Fourth 
Corps of the Spanish army. 


The portion of the province of Santiago 


de Cuba that lies east of the line from 
Sagua, via Las Talmas, to Aaaerradores is 
surrendered. 


The siege of Santiago had lasted two 


weeks and was remarkable in many re- 
spects, and in none more than the heavy 
percentage of loss through death, wounds 
or sickness of the soldiers and sailors en- 
gaged on both sides. 
Looking back over 


the record of these two weeks it is seen 
that a great'ironclad squadron has been 
destroyed, that nearly a thousand Spanish 
sailors have been drowned or killed by 
shell and flaune, and that an untold num- 
ber of Spanish soldiers have died in the 
trenches of Santiago. On the other hand, 
about 250 Anieiican soldieis have been 
killed, and in round numbers 2,000 m_>re 
have been sent to the hospitals fiom 
wounda, fevers and other ailments. The 
American fleet had a remarkable exemp- 
tion from disaster in the many engage- 
ments it has had with the forts at the en- 
trance of the hai bor and with the Spanish 
squadron. 


The territory surrendered to us by Gen- 


eral Toral makes about 5,000 square miles. 
The Spanish soldiers to be sent to Spain is 
estimated at 10,000 men. 


Major Hopkins, the military aide to 


Secretary Alger, Thursday afternoon had 
spread before him a huge map of Cuba 
showing the surrendered zone turned over 
to the American troops. The line begins 
at Aacarraderos, about 25 miles west of 
Santiago harbor, and then runs due north 
about fifty miles to Dos fa I mas. 
Had the 


line continued noith it would have p,issed 
west of Holgum, thus taking the Spanish 
garrison at that point. 
Evidently General 


1'oral wished to avoid the inclusion of Hol- 
guin, so the line turns abruptly to the 
northeast at Faliuo and runs to the coast 
town of Sagua de T<inamo. 


The extreme length of this sunendeied 


tract is about 110 miles and the extieme 
width about fifty miles, tapering to a less 
width and making in allabout 5,000 square 
miles.

population exceeding 125,000, when the 
country is in its normal state.

had juat come from Santiago, was with 
Secretary Alger and gave him some inter- 
esting details a=i to the chaiacter of the 
country now sui tendered to our troops. 


There were suspicions that General Toral 
was playing to gain time. 


It was stated by General Toral that per- 


mission to surrender had been granted 
him by General Blanco and by the Madrid 
government. 
The British vice-consul, 


who was one of the Spanish commission- 
ers, stated that the Americans had tapped 
all the water mains and that a water 
famine was imminent in Santiago. 


Dispatches written Thursday evening 


and cabled from Kingston Friday state 
that it was understood by General Toral 
and General Shatter that the American 
troops were not to enter the city until the 
Spaniards had departed, bnt that the 
Spaniards would police the city and allow 
Red Cross workers to enter to give relief. 


In an interview General Shatter mod- 


estly credited the victory to the bravery 
and gallantry of his officers and men, say- 
ing that they had overcome more difficult 
obstacles than any similar force during 
the civil war. 


A royal decree has been issued tempor- 


arily suspending throughout Spain the 
rights of individuals as guaranteed by the 
constitution. Spain is practically under 
martial law. The publication of the de- 
cree is generally accepted in Spain as an 
indication that the government is ready to 
sue for peace, and desires to have full 
power to suppress any outbreaks of dis- 
content or any attempts at rebellion which 
may follow the sacrifices that will be nec- 
essary to secure peace. 


In Washington members of the cabinet 


express the opinion that Spain will soon 
institute a movement for the cessation of 
hostilities. President McKinley said Fri- 
day that he hopes for early peace. A 
member ot the cabinet stated that no over- 
tures for peace have been received by any 
United States embassy or legation abroad 
or by the State Department at Washing- 
ton. The outlook for peace is regarded as 
much more encouraging since the collapse 
of the Spanish resistance at Santiago.

an interview with General Blanco, in 
which he is quoted as saying that he is not 
in favor of any effort for peace and only

The fortifications of Morro Castle, Soca- 


pa, Cayo Smith aud others are included iu 
the surrendered zone. The possedeion of 
these line fortresses, particularly Morro 
Castle, will afford valuable garrison points 
(or a large number of men. 


Great attention will now be given to the

From Herman Kuppns W)io Was Wounded 


In the tight lit Santiago. 


Herman Kappea, a son of Charles 


Kappes, of this place, writes to his father 
from Ft. McPherson Hospital, Georgia : 


I will write you a few lines to let yon 


know that I was slightly wounded in the 
arm. It doesn't amount to anything, and 
I will be ready to join my company in a 
few weeks. I was wounded at the battle 
of Caneo, Cuba, and it was one of the 
greatest battles ever fought, I think. We 
started the battle on the lat of July, about 
six o'clock in the morning, and it lasted 
till the 4th at nine o'clock. 
We were 


lighting under great disadvantages. We 
bad to drive the Spaniards out of block 
houses and stone forts and intrenchments. 
We made them fly juat the same. There 
were several foreign oflicers there and 
they said they never saw snch gallant 
fighting as the boys in bine did and that 
they thought that no other soldiers could 
have taken those forts and stood such a 
fire as the IT. S. soldiers. 
Well, Cuba is a 


very nice place and there grow most all 
tropical fruits, snch as oranges, cocoannts, 
mangoes and dozens of other kinds of 
fruits and we certainly enjoyed them. 
The papers said that the Cubans were 
starving, but that ia not so, for they are 
all fat and healthy looking people. 
The 


only thing that ia poor is their clothing. 
They are very ragged. Those people they 
call Cubans have surprised me verv much. 
I expected to see a different class of people 
than they are. They are a thieving race. 
They stole our rations and have robbed 
pur dead. The Spaniards are good look- 
ing people. Well, I have captured a 
Spanish sharpshooters watch and medal 
that he dropped from cocoanut tree after 
being shot. There were lota of Spanish 
sharpshooters on trees. They strap them-

wheat this year, in tliis section, says the 
Ilnnoerr ffernlil, owing to the ravages of 
tbe fly. The late sown wheat is reported 
to yield the beet, and most, farmers pav 
that this is the usual result. One threshe'r 
reports his lowest yield at three bushels to 
the acre, and in small, shrivelled grains. 
Kive, six and eight bushels to the acre are 
not infrequent, and fourteen bushels is a 
big average yield.

THE WHEAT YIELD. 


COXJKCTUKKASTO FKOIIAIILE PRICES. 


The Government crop report for July 


does not make any estimate of the prob- 
able yield of any cereal. That is reserv- 
ed for later investigation several months 
after the harvest. The preliminary acre- 
age and condition figures however, afford 
a basis for computation by experts, and 
one ot these, Statistician Brown, of the 
New York Produce Exchange, has com- 
piled an estimate of the probable out-turn 
of wheat and corn as indicated by the 
crop returns of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture, which was published re- 
cently. Mr. Brown makes the indicated 
yield 
of wheat 003 820 000 bushels, 


against an actual crop of 530,119,108 
bushels in 1897 ; and he figures out a 
corn production of 2 074 37(i,000 bushels, 
against a yield last, year of 1 987.331,000 
bushels. 


Neither crop is yet made. There are 


risks of accident before the spring wheat 
harvest shall have been secured, and the 
outcome of the con. season at the outset 
of July is necessarly conjectural; but 
the July figures are hopefully suggestive. 
Barring damage to spring-sown wheat, 
the total yield of wheat is more likely to 
exceed than to fall below Mr. Brown's 
estimate; but if no more tluu this mini 
mum production shall be thiashed out of 
the harvested crop there will be a boun- 
tiful supply. 


From present indications the world's 


harvest will considerably exceed that of 
last season ; and while a good demand 
from importing countries may be expect- 
ed, it is not likely to be as large as it was 
during the last crop year, when over 
21.5,000,000 bushels (counting flour as 
wheat) were contributed by the United 
States to the European supply. France 
is pretty certain to have a much larger 
crop this' jear, and will, therefore, be a 
less considerable customer of this couu- 
try, from which she was a large buyer in 
18U7-8 
The situation may be changed 


by later crop disappointments abroad ; 
but, in spite of low reserves of old wheat 
in Europe and America, available sup- 
plies during the coming year are likely to 
be much larger. The present outlook, 
therefore, is not favorable for price re- 
sults as: satisfactory to domestic produc- 
ers as were those of the season that end- 
ed last month. On the other hand, how- 
ever, there is nothing in the situation to 
suggest a return to the abnormally low 
price level of the years between 1S93 and 
1897.

Green Manuring. 


Using crops for manure does not bring 


in quick returns, but it pays. Such 
crops as turnips, rye, buckwheat and 
crimson clover assist in reducing the 
plant food in the soil aod making it pos- 
sible for crops the succeeding year to 
utilize the plant food plowed under in 
the manure crop. All soils contain un- 
available matter that the farmer needs 
There are crops that do not have the 
power to break down the chemical com- 
pounds existing in the soil, but there are 
other crops which have a partiality for 
some substances which are beyond the 
ability of plants of a different kind. 
One crop may be preparatory for another, 
hence the plowing under of a crop is not 
a loss but a gain. 
In England the tur- 


nip is regarded as a renovator of the soil, 
and the seed is broadcasted over the sur- 
face, sheep being allowed access to the 
turnips after they have matured. The 
turnip can feed on almost anything in 
the soil, and when eaten by sheep the 
gain of mutton and mannre gives the 
farmer a profit, but the English farmer 
attaches as much value to the increased 
fertility of his soil as he does to the 
product which he markets therefrom. 
It may be urged, as some have done, 
that green crops can add no mineral 
matter to (he soil other than it takes 
therefrom, which is true ; butsuch crops 
render tne mineral matter availabe for 
next season.

WHAT is the proper amount of food 


for a cow ? Such an inquiry cannot be 
satisfactorily answered, as each cow is 
an individual, having peculiarities of 
disposition. There are preferences a- 
moag animals for certain foods, and they 
have their likes iind dislikes. A cow 
may have an excellent appetite to-day 
and refuse the larger share of her food 
to-morrow. Of the various foods, how- 
ever, a cow will eat from 40 lo GU 
pounds of mature corn ensilage, with 
from 5 to 10 pounds of bran. Two 
pounds of oil cake meal is suflicient of 
that material, and from 6 to 10 pounds 
of ground grain with the ensilage, in 
place of bran, may be given. Of clover 
hay a cow may be allowed as much as 
she will eat. The ensilage may be re- 
duced and more ground grain given, if 
preferred ; but there is no rule to govern 
feeding. Each'cow must be studied and 
her wants satisfied, those yielding milk 
being fed more liberally than the cows 
that are dry or nearly so. 


BY judicious selection of seed good 


qualities may be bred into a variety and 
bad qualities bred out. In this manner 
F. F. Ilallett, of .England, in the short 
period of four years increased the length 
of wheat heads fiom four and three- 
fourths inches to eight and three-fourths 
inches and the grains per head from 47 
to 123. Both fruitfulness and vitality 
can be increased by the same process of 
selection. If a farmer will set apart a 
plat upon which to grow his seed wheat 
he can very materially increase both 
fruitfulness and vitality in the following 
manner: Go through the field and cut 
off all the weakly-looking and short heads 
as soon as they ahow themselves above 
the top blade, leaving only large, typical 
heads to ripen. If this process be kept 
up for a series ot years Mr. Ilallett's re- 
sults prove that much can be done to 
improve the type.

Every quart over that amount is profit. 
Such is un estimate made by a dairyman 
who lias kapt accurate accounts. It is 
plain, therefore, that if one cow yields 
3,000 quarts of milk in a year and an- 
other 2,000 quarts, the one yielding the 
larger quantity will produce twice aa 
much profit as the other, although she 
gives only one-third more. Thia is due 
to the fact that the cost of the first sup- 
port of the cow must be met with regard 
to the yield, Ti is well known that some 
cows will yield more milk on the same 
quantity of food than others, and a alight 
increase of milk may change a small 
profit into one that is large.

to a saddle may allow to shift. When a 
gall is noticed there is something wrong 
with the harness or saddle and no 
remedy will be available until the cause 
of the gall is removed.

THE PROVINCE OF HAVANA. 


Havana province is the most important iu Cuba, tor the reason that the 


city of Havaim, tho capital of the island, is not only the largest city, but the 
most difficult to take both by laud and sea. 
Havana is supposed to be defend- 


ed by at least 50,000 troops and by numerous batteries of modern guns. 
The 


defenses have been greatly strengthened since the war began. From Havana a 
railroad crosses the island to Batahauo, and it is only an hour's ride between 
the two places. 
By means of this railroad Havana has been receiving many of 


its supplies which WBTP taken from Jamaica to the Isle of Pines, i'emed to Ba- 
tubtuio arid carried ly> 
i • I to the capital.

THE CANAEY ISLANDS, 


Tho Canary islands, owned by Spain, form an archipelago in the north At- 


lantic ocean, aboxit 00 miles from the west coast of Africa. They comprehend 
a proup of which tbe principal islands are Tenpriffe, Gran Uauaria, Palma, 
Lau'/aroto, Fuerteveiitura, Gomera and Hierro. 
The area of the islands ill 


S, 800 square miles, and the population about 300,000. 
They are volcamo in 


their formation and contain high mountains, the principal being the peak of 
Tejaeriffo, IS, 182 feet high. 
Wine was at one time the chief article of export, 


but since tho destruction of the grape crop, in 1853, cochineal largely took ita 
place. 
The principal trade of the islands of late years has been with the Doit- 


ed States and England. 
The vegetation of both the tropical and the temperate 


zones can be grown successfully in the islands. 
Since early in the fifteenth 


century the group passed into the possession of Spain and is represented in tho 
cartes. 
The Canary islands would form a valuable acquisition to this coun- 


try, and under a milder and juster rule would become much more productive. 
The principal city of the Canaries is tho city of Santa Cruz on the island of 
Tonenffe. 
The harbor is a good one, antf, like nearly all other Spanish har- 


bors, is fortified. 


HAWAIIAN 


ISLANDS. 


THE HAWAHAN ISLANDS. 


The Hawaiian, or Sandwich, Islands, which have been the subject of so 


much controversy in the Duited States for six years and which hecame the re- 
public of Hawaii on July 4, 1894, have a total area of 6,740 square miles, aud 
a population of about 110,000, of whom 31,000 are Hawaiians, 8,000 part Ha- 
waiians, 24,000 Japanese, 22,000 Chinese, 13,000 Portuguese, 5,500 Amer- 
icans and a few thousand British, Germans, French and Norwegians. 
When 


the republic was proclaimed, Sanford B. Dole was elected president for the term 
ending Dec. 81, 1900. 
In 1896 the total value of the imports was $7,165,000 


and the exports amounted to $15,486,000. 
The principal exports are sugar, 


rice and hananas. 
When vhe war with Spain began, Hawaii, owing to the an 


nexation affair, threw neutrality to the winds and did all she could do to aid 
the United States in tho attack upon the Philippines,

PORTO RICO, 


The island of Porto Eioo, the fonrth In size of the West India islands, is 


90 miles long and 88 miles broad, and lies east of Haiti and •west of the Virgin 
islands. Including a few small island dependencies its area is about 3)580 
square miles and its population is now close upon 1,000,000. 
The island is 


traTersed by a mountain chain, from which numerous rivers flow through the 
lowlands. It is of remarkable fertility, and the groat heat in summer is tem- 
pered by sea breezes. Insurrection has been chronic in the island since 1820, 
and the last outbreak was only suppressed a few weeks before the war opened 
between this country and Spal-. 
The capital of the island is San Jxian, but 


the most popnlons city is Ponce. The majority of'the inhabitants would favor 
annexation to the United States. 


MAP OF THE CAROLINE ISLANDS. 


The Caroline islands form an archipelago lying between the Philippines, 


the Ladrones,' the Marshall islands and Panaw. They are divided into numer- 
ous groups, have an area of 1,000 square miles.and a population of about 30,000. 
The principal groups in the archipelago are the Pelew, Egoi, Swede islands, 
the Lutke and the Seniavine islands. The easternmost island is 24 miles in cir- 
cumference and has abundant supplies of fruit, good drinking water and fish. 
The climate pf the Carolines is excessively warm at times, but not unhealthy, 
and the tempsrature is moderated by the refreshing sea breezes, which are al- 
•waya blowing. 
The inhabitants are generally employed in the fisheries and 


are of the Malay race. The Carolines were discovered in 1543 and were named 
,Mi honor of Charles V. The group forms part of tha government of the 
Philippine*, but the islands have no Spanish settlements.

by purchasers. 
When the giower sen<is 


inferior fruit to maiket he often gives 
two quarts or bushels for l.he price of 
one aud has also taxed his trees or vines 
to that extent, having itnpoveiiehed his 
soil more than he should, as well as paid 
twice as much for commissions and 
freight. 
When there is surplus in 


market only the best will he in demand, 
and all interior fruit must be sold at a 
loss or given away. 


PIGS that are confined on a lot and 


allowed to forage for grass will not be 
subject to cholera. Exercise is an aid to 
digestion and health, and the use of 
clean food and water are better than 
remedies. It is a mistake to keep pigs 
in pens and filth in summer. Exercise 
may not be of advantage to hogs that 
are being fattened, but for growing pigs 
it is beneficial. The great danger in 
raising pigs during warm weather is not 
lack of food, but too much of it. If they 
are on a lot where they can secure a 
large share of their food they will need 
only a mess of bran and skim milk at 
night to he kept in good condition.
